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The book by Subbarayalu is a gem of a contribution presenting a 
remarkable compendium of literary references to Setubandhanam 
(Ramar Paalam) from ancient Tamil texts. What are called myths are 
history and what is called tradition is emphatic evidence of the heritage. 
The ancient texts do mention that there were three s'ivamandirams, 
one on either end of the Paalam and the third one in the middle of the 
Paalam. The two on either end of the Ramar Paalam are: 
Rameshwaram (between Mandapam and Dhanushkodi) and 
Thirukkedeeshwaram (Talaimannar). Tradition holds (as mentioned 
by old grandmothers of Rameshwaram) that parents did sankalpa for 
a child-birth by going to this teerthasthanam in the middle of Ramar 
Paalam. It is the responsibility of the Archaeological Survey of India 
to explore and find this third S'ivamandiram. 

Literary evidence is one part of the heritage. The imperative of 
saving Rama Setu is for a number of scientific reasons. Setu channel 
project is a project disaster with enormous environmental 
consequences, adverse impact on the livelihood of coastal people, a 
national security risk for geo environmental and oceanographic reasons. 
The proposed channel creates an International boundary where none 
existed and makes the historic significance of the ancient monument 
which should be declared a World Heritage site and provides literary, 
cartographic, numismatic, epigraphic, sculptural evidence apart from 



recorded facts in Madras Presidency Manual of British days and 
Ramanathapuram District Gazetteer of 1972 with a foreword by the 
then CM Dr.Kamnanidhi. Rama Setu had acted as a tsunami wall 
protecting the coastline during the tsunami of Dec. 26, 2004. Creating 
a mid-ocean channel passage cutting through Rama Setu is an invitation 
to disaster when the next tsunami occurs. The Nature Magazine report 
of 6 Sept. 2007 about this next tsunami is highlighted in addition to the 
implications for protecting the thorium reserves contained in monazite, 
ilmenite, rutile, zircon and garnet sands in this coastal zone which is 
the nuclear resource zone of the world accounting for 32% of the 
world's reserves. Thorium is critical for achieving energy independence 
for the nation, without depending upon uranium imports. 

Congratulations to the author of Setubandhanam for producing 
this little masterpiece which should be read by everyone in the country 
and which should be translated into all Indian languages.

PROTECTION OF RAM SETHU AS 
UNDERWATER CULTURAL HERITAGE

Submerged sites and towns as well as ship-wrecks constitute a 
very important cultural heritage of mankind; which the UNESCO wants 
the states to explore, list and protect them under a UN convention 
approved by the U.N. The ICOMOS International committee on 
Underwater Cultural Heritage (ICUCH) consisting of underwater 
Archaeologists and others (of which I was a member), has defined 
"Underwater Cultural Heritage". The ILA's definition on underwater 
Cultural Heritage includes all underwater traces of human existence, 
which are of historical or cultural importance including sites, buildings, 
shipwrecks, together with their archaeological and natural context. 
The Ram Sethu comes under this category. It is referred to in the 
Epic Ramayana and in the Puranas. At the site known as Ram Sethu, 
the natural rock and the 'piles of stone' laid on it have been submerged 
with the rise in sea level over 5000 years or more. This rise of sea 
level was not confined to Dvaraka of Mahabharata period in Saurashtra. 
The under water exploration by Marine Archaeology centre (MAC) 
of NIO Goa along west coast has revealed that the protohistoric ports 
of Somanath and Prabhasa were also submerged as is evident from 
the submerged channel way laid for bringing ships and the presence 
of anchors and mooring stones in it. In the Elephanta Island, the early 
historic brick structures of 1st Century B.C. to 3rd Century A.D. 
have been submerged. The Buddhist period port of Sopara is also 



submerged. On the east coast of India, traces of Poompuhar port 
town have been found in the sea as well as intertidal zone. The rock 
of Ram Sethu must have been in the then intertidal zone and some 
stones must have been piled up to enable the army to cross the sea 
easily. Over thousands of years small size stone blocks of bridge must 
have been transported by waves and currents. The frequent textual 
references to Ram Sethu are not to be dismissed as myths. Even 
submergence of Dvaraka was considered a myth until the submerged 
buildings were discovered. 

The National Institue of Oceanography in cooperation with ASI 
should be asked to undertake the survey listing and protection of 
important underwater sites and shipwrecks. This work must be 
undertaken by the Government of India and State Governments as 
laid down in UN convention on Protection of Underwater Cultural 
Heritage. Ram Sethu must not be damaged but saved and protected. 

The MAC had initiated certain steps for survey and listing of 
underwater cultural Heritage of India and even published a tentative 
map showing shipwreck sites and submerged ports. Before further 
damage is done by nature and man to this vast under water heritage 
of India, immediate survey and listing of sites with a brief note on 
each wreck or site should be done, giving highest priority to Ram 
Sethu. 

Sethu Bandhanam compiled by Mr.R.Subbarayalu contains 
references to the positive existence of Rama's Bridge as seen from 
the works cited by him which cover a period of 2 millennia. 

Sethu Bandhanam is an outstanding compilation, at once authentic 
and historic. It is part of the world heritage and merits protection.

Adam's bridge (G*^ - Shethu, Tarn.) 

Title from the Mahomedan tradition ttiat Adam on liis expulsion 
from paradise, crossed to Ceylon by this bridge. Tamul means artificial 
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bund. Tam. also (timvanai), meaning holy + bund. Sanscrit name 
(nalasetu), meaning nalan, the monkey who constructed the causeway 
+ bund. Also (ramasetu), meaning Rama + bund. Also (adisetu), 
meaning first bridge. Isthmus; Madura dist; Ramnaud tal.; lat. 9° 5'; 
long. 79° 30'; from Madura E.S.E. 110 miles; from Ramnad E.S.E. 
48 miles. Narrow ridge of sand and rocks mostly dry, nearly closing 
the Gulf of Manaar on the north and north-east. Western extremity 
joins the eastern point of Rameshwaram island; eastern extremity 
joins the eastern point of Manaar island; with these two islands it 
almost connects Ceylon with the peninsula. Called the bridge of Rama 
by Bramins, as along it Rama aided by Hanooman with his host of 
monkeys marched when invading Ceylon. It really joined Ceylon 
to India until 1480, when a breach was made through rocks during 
a storm. A subsequent storm enlarged this and foot traffic then ceased. 
Length about 30 miles, breadth IM miles, direction south - east to 
north west. Partly above and partly below water; but when covered 
has now here above three or four feet of water.

Rama's Bridge - is the English rendering of the Sanskrit name 
Setubandha given to the stone-blocks that lie sunk in sea- water between 
Rameswara on the Indian mainland and Ceylon. According to tradition, 
as preserved in the Ramayana, a stonebridge was built connecting the 
mainland of India with Lanka (Ceylon) by the order of Rama, the 
self-exiled prince of Ayodhya, so that his invading army of Vanaras 
(monkeys) could easily pass from India to Lanka where Rama's 
consort, Sita, was kept in confinement by Ravana, the Rakshasa king 
of Lanka.

"In this connection, one passage of Michak's account deserves 
attention, and that is the episode of the destruction and reconstruction 
by the fishes of the causeway which Ram throws on the ocean in 
order to reach Lanka. This original scene, which could be believed to 
have emerged from a local development or the imagination of the 
narrator, was portrayed in the XII century on a lintel at Pimai (west 
fore-part, west face), where it most discreetly occupies just one corner 
of the picture. Now this singular detail of the fish seizing in their mouths 
the stones laid by the monkeys does not exist in the classic epic, but it 
did appear in the IX century on a relief of Candi Prabanam in central 
Java.

(The existence of tigers, and other 
noxious animals, in Ceylon, almost proves an aboriginal communication 
with the continent by means of this bridge.

This koil or temple is 
undoubtedly the origin of Koru; and the repetition of it three times in 
Ptolemy, is in perfect correspondence with the various allusions to 
Ram at the present day".

The thirty-Kilometer long 
connection, which stretches across the Palk Strait, is actually a narrow 
and shallow ridge of sand and rocks connecting Mannar island in Sri

THE MYSTERY OF RAMA'S BRIDGE

India and Ceylon were inseparably connected culturally from 
the day that Aryan prince Vijaya landed on it from North India during 
the sixth century B.C. From 4th to 12th century the island was a land 
of immigrants from Tamil Nadu. King Gajabagu of 2nd century A.D. 
is said to have brought to Ceylon the anklets of the Goddess Pathnidevi. 
So it looks as if there was link of the mainland with Lanka for travel 
except for a very short portion in the sea which was bridged at the 
deepest part. In 16th century, a Nayak King seemed to have constructed 
a causeway closely following which the railway authorities have put 
their railway bridge. Taking all these into account, it is not improbable 
that coral reef provided a natural link to the island of Lanka. 

Reverting to blocks of sand stone we saw from the train, we find 
them neatly shaped and piled up one behind the other. The scientists 
just dismiss it as coral porites which had grown as an extension to the 
Rameswaram reef. But the shape and size make it impossible to believe 
that it is a natural formation if it had been a constructed, that it should 
be thousands and thousands of years ago. If this is so, from where 
and how they have been transported? These are some of the problems 
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that lie unanswered by scientists whose opinion now seem to be on 
superficial grounds. In the answer to this question perhaps lies the 
mystery that enshrouds this holy island which for ages remained as a 
marked symbol of National Integration and quintessence of Hindu 
culture and civilization. 

Barrier reefs are formed by millions of tiny anemones when they 
form a ring around an island and an atoll, when the island disappears. 
Sand stone is formed by the dissolution of Calcium Carbonate in rain 
water or sea spray together with sand and silt. 

There has been a world-wide alteration in the relative levels of 
land and sea to the extent of 15 to 20 feet and could it be said that the 
boulders of coral porites, have grown after the level of land at 
Mandapam and Rameswaram was raised about ten feet nearly. 
Simultaneously it is possible that the Mandapam channel was formed 
because that spot was not protected by coral and consequently it eroded 
away. Similar compact platforms have been found at Minicoy Island 
of AdduatoU in Maldives and at Apa Island off Kilakkarai. 

It these coral reefs have been transported possibly the place 
where they have been quarried should have been very near 
Rameswaram. The attempt was made likely when the coral rocks 
were first exposed to changes in sea level which had occured three 
thousand to four thousand years ago. The astronomical era of 
Ramayana takes back to 350 B.C. If a large part of Rameswaram 
island was submerged at that period and then arose to, ten feet in the 
last 2,300 years, in that case the scientists, account that the sea level 
fell twenty feet in four thousand years is nearly correct. Scientists 
have discovered that Ceylon has been for ages rising from the sea as 
it appears from the traces abounding in marinal shells which occur in 
any situation for above high water mark and at some miles from the 
sea. If this is so, there is no doubt of the holiness of Rameswaram as 
a spot hallowed for ages.

"It will be remembered that when Vishnu promised to appear on 
earth as Rama, he did so on the understanding that the gods and other 
celestials would cohabit with bears and monkeys and produce thereby 
an army which would assist him in his contest with Ravana. And so it 
came to pass. The many millions of bears and monkeys for the former 
are also included, which flocked to Rama's standard, were all of divine 
origin. It took some months, however to gather them together and 
Rama had well-nigh fretted his heart out with impatience before he 
saw them standing on the shores of Southern India and looked across 
the intervening sea that lay between them and Ceylon. Having arrived 
there, the problem was, how to cross the straits, a distance of seven 
hundred miles. Not more than two or three of the monkeys were able 
to jump so far. But a bridge was soon constructed. Indeed the 
whole work including an excellent roadway was completed in 
five days. It was an embankment rather than a bridge, being 
composed of mountains and trees which the monkeys and bears 
uprooted and cast into the sea".

"While going' in the southern direction in quest of his consort, Sri 
Rama was confronted at Pullaranyam, 5 miles from present Ramnad 
Town, with a vast expanse of water and marshy land which checked 
his further progress to Lanka. To devise ways and means to overcome 
this terrible obstruction Sri Rama immersed himself in deep meditation 
for 3 days and nights lying on the green grass (Darbha) near the 
temple of Adi Jagannatha in Pullaranyam. Sri Adi Jagannatha being 
pleased with the penance of Sri Rama, appeared before him and 
presented him with the weapon of victory, called Divya Chapa, and 
blessed him with success. Because Sri Rama observed days of 
penance here, lying on Darbha grass, the place is called Darbha 
Sayanam. After obtaining the blessings, Sri Rama invoked the king of 
the ocean to assist him by making way for him to Lanka by receding 
to a length. But Samudra Raja did not come, though invoked twice. At 
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this Sri Rama became enraged and took his bow and arrow to kill the 
Sea Lord. Out of sheer fear the Sea Lord apeared and expressed his 
inabihty to recede, in violation of the laws of Nature ordained by him. 

If the sea dries up, untold natural disasters will happen in the 
form of draught and consequent failure of crops, leading to misery of 
human beings and Nature's creation. Sri Rama apparently appreciated 
the argument and did not like to break the Laws made by Him, 
regarding the unconquerable and impenetrable nature of the sea with 
ever-surging waves.

"Learning everything about Sita from Hanuman, Rama collected 
an army, and with it marched towards the southernmost point of India. 
There Rama's monkeys built a huge bridge, called Setu- Bandha, 
connecting India with Ceylon. In very low water even now it is 
possible to cross from India to Ceylon over the sand-banks 
there. 

"Now Rama was God incarnate, otherwise, how could he have 
done all these things? He was an incarnation of God, according to the 
Hindus. They in India believe him to be the seventh Incarmation of 
God. 

"The monkeys removed whole hUls, placed them in the sea and 
covered them with stones and trees, thus making a huge embankment. 
A little squirrel, so it is said, was there rolling himself in the sand and 
running backwards and forwards on to the bridge and shaking himself. 
Thus in his small way he was working for the bridge of Rama by 
putting in sand. The monkeys laughed, for they were bringing whole 
mountains, whole forests, huge loads of sand for the bridge - so they 
laughed at the little squirrel rolling in the sand and then shaking himself. 
But Rama saw it and remarked; "Blessed be the little squirrel; he is 
doing his work to the best of his ability, and he is therefore quite as 
great as the greatest of you". Then he gently stroked the squirrel on 
the back, and the marks of Rama's fingers, running lengthways, are 
seen on the squirrel's back to this day. 



"Now when the bridge was finished, the whole army of monkeys, 
led by Rama and his brother entered ceylon. For several months 
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afterwords tremendous war and bloodshed followed. At last, this demon 
king Ravana, was conquered and killed".
